NEW "POSTAGE STAMPS. 

Artistic Designs Issued for New Zealand 

Use. 

A new set of postage stamps has 
just been issued by the New Zealand 
government. They are printed in the 
softest color, and are a credit to the 
enterprise of the colony. 

The special interest of the fresh is- 
sue is that they depict the scenery and 
characteristic products of the coun- 
try, a feature which so many philatel- 
ists and others desire to see done on 
our own stamps. 

The halfpenny stamp contains a 
picture of Aorangi or Mount Cook, 
the highest peak in New Zealand. 
The five shilling stamp also gives o 
larger and more beautiful representa- 
tion of that same mountain. The 
scene on the penny stamp is a view- 
across Lake Taupo, the largest lake 
in the north island, together with the 
active volcanoes of Tongariro and 
Ngaruhoe, which rise near it. Th 
twopenny and two shilling stamps 
both give scenes in the famous sounds 
or fiords of southwestern New Zea- 
land. 

The blue penny stamp, which 
so long as the present postal rates con- 
tinue is likely to be that most often 
seen in England, represents the south- 
ern end of Lake Waka-tipu, in the 
south is'and, and the snowy heights 
of Mount Earnslaw rising beyond it. 
The fuorpenny and runepenny stamps 
attempt to depict the pink and white 
terraces destroyed in the eruption of 
1885. The fivepenny is iot< tided to 
be a presentiment of the lovely Otira 
gorge, the principaPpaw across the 
southern Alps.

checks and drafts. Tbe following 
from one national bank will serve 
as a sample of the list: 

••To Our Customers: We desire 
to draw jr< bt attention to the fact 
that part of the new war-revenue 
act *hich requires the use and can- 
cellation of adhesive stamps on 
checks and other like documents 
will go into effect on and after July 
1. 18%. It is necessary, therefore, 
that ali your checks drawn on and i 
after that date shall bear a 2-cent 
internal-revenue stamp, which you 
must cancel at tbe time of attaching! 
by writing thereon the initials of 
your name, with the date of attach- 
ing the stamp. It is a serious mis- 
demeanor under tbe law to omit 
this— designedly, at least— for 
which punishment by fine is pro- 
vided: and. moreover, checks, etc.. 
issued without being thu« >tamped 
are not admissible in evidence in 
court. 

"We send you this circular mere- 
ly as a reminder, and in the hope 
that it may serve to some extent to 
prevent the trouble sure to result 
from omission* through oversight 
or misinformation of this new re- 
quirement of the law.
